HAGA v. PITMAN. | 
Judgment was delivered in this ease on 
the notion that a new trial be granted ora 

verdict be given for tho defendant, 
His Lordship the Acting. Chief Fustice 
explained the grounds on which the motion

for the dofendant, was mado. One of the
